AN ENTERING WEDGE 


Towards Securing Universal ^ Peace 


TlironghoTit the World 


The Hague, June 6.—The draft scheme 


of mediation was read at a meeting of 
the arbitration commifbee of the peace 
conference. 
All the members of the 


committee were present. 


Articles one and two ar* declaratory— 


to the effect that the signatory powers, 
in order to prevent a recourse to force, 
have, agreed toj-effect\pacific«3olutions|«>f 
differences and will, eiccept In exceptional 
have agreed to effect pacific solutions of 
have recourse to th'e mediation of one or 
more friendly powers. 


Article three: "Independently of a 


recourse to such amicable means, the 
lignatories deem it expedient that one 
or more powers not concerned in the 
conflict should offer, of its or their own 
inftiative and, so far as circumstances 
•will permit, its or their good offices of 
mediation to the states at variance. The 
right to off«r good offices of mediation 
belongs to powers not concerned in the 
conflict, even during the course of actual 
hostilities; and the exercise of this right 
can never be considered by the parties at 
variance as an unfriendly act." 


Article four provides that the role of 


mediator shall consist in the reconcilia- 
tion of conflicting claims, and the allay- 
ing of bitterness between states at vari- 
ance. 


Article 5, defining the limitation of the 


functions of a mediator, says these shall 
cease on the moment when it is'stated by 
one of the parties to the dispute, or by 
the mediator, that the arrangement or 
the basis of a friendly understanding 
proposed by him'is not accepted. 


Article 6 says that the good offices con- 


templated, either at the instance of the 
parties at variance or oit the initiative of 
uninvolved powers, are exclusively of 
the character of frtendly council. 


Article 7 asserts: "Acceptance of 


mediation cannot have the effect, except 
by virtue of a convention to the con- 
trary or interrupting or retarding or 
hampering mobilisation or other prep 
arations for war. If mediation inter* 
venes after.the opening of hostilities, it 
shall not interrupt, except by virtue of 
a convention to the contrary, military 
operations in course of execution." 


Article 8: "The signatories are in ac- 


cord to recommend, in all circumstances 
permitting it, special mediation in the 
following form: 


"In the event of grave differences 


threatening peace, the states at vari- 
ance shall choose respectively a power 
to which each shall confide the mission 
of entering into direct relations with the 
power chosen by the other side, in order 
to prevent a rupture of friendly rela- 
tions. During the 
currency of the it 


mandate, which, except in the event of a 
stipulation to the contrary, shall not ex- 
ceed 30 days, tlui question in dispute shall 
be considered £s referred exclusively to 
those powers. They shall apply all their 
efforts to settle the dispute andt, in the 
event of an actual rupture of friendly 
relations, eball remain charged with th« 
mission of taking advantage of every 
occasion to restore peace." 


The draft was adopted without modi 


flcation, although the committee stlpu< 
lated that it should be subject to modlrt 
cations at the second reading. 


The naval section of the armamenti

Havana, June 6.—General Gomez, for- 


mer commander in chief of the Cuban 
army, issued his farewell manifesto to- 
day. It says in substance: 


"The commission I have been trusted 


with is nearly concluded. 1 have at- 
tempted to find a solution for the ques- 
tions concerning the army, which. I 
commanded during th'e bloodiest war 
known in America, I am now regret- 
fully leaving to attend my necessary 
private business* A parting word to 
the people for whom I have sacrificed 
30 years of my life and to my friends in 
the army just disbanded, which action 
should have been taken, instantly after 
the removal of the bloody weight of 
Spain's merciless regime. 


"We disarmed ourselves, therefore we 


n!o longer want soldiers, but men to 
maintain peace and order, which are 
the basis of Cuba's welfare. We want- 
ed and depended "upon foreign, inter- 
vention to terminate the war. This oc- 
curred at the most terrible! moment of 
our contest and resulted in Spain's de- 
feat. 


None qf us thought this extraordinary 


event would be followed by the military 
occupation of our country by our al- 
lies, who would treat us as a people in- 
capable of acting for ourselves, who 
have reduced us to obedience, submis- 
sion and tutilage imposed by force of 
circumstances. 


This cannot be our ultimate fate after 


the years of struggle. We should aid 
by every pacific method the finishing "of 
the work of organizing, which 
the 


Americans accepted in the prottocol, 
and which is as disagreeable to them 
as-to ourselves. It te necessary to for- 
get past disagreements and completely 
unite all elements and organize a pol- 
itical party, which is needed in any 
country. 


It is always said countries have such 


governments as they merit Cuba will 
have that which her heroismi entitles her 
to. Today she, can have only one party 
and one object, the obtaining of the as- 
piration of years. We must devote 
ourselves to pacific labors and gain the 
respect of the world and show that 
though our war was honorable our 
peace will be more so.

AN EXPLANATION MADE 


The Kaiser's Minister Gives Reasons 


for Buying Spain's Islands. Afraid 


Might Fall Into Possession 


of Others. 
Details of 


Agreement Made 


Public. 


Berlin, June 6.—Th'e minister of for- 


eign affairs has made a statement on 
the ' subject of the German-Spanish 
treaty for the cessation of the Caro- 
lines, Ladrones and Pelew islands. He 
said, "In order to round off the Ger- 
man possessions in the Pacific, and with 
a view to German commercial interests, 
we consider it our duty to take care of 
this group, so that in event of a change 
of ownership it will not be lost to Ger- 
many." The text of the agreement con- 
cluded February 12, 1S99, is as follows: 


Tne Terms 


First Spain cedes to Germany the 


Carolines, Pelews and Ladrone islands, 
except the "-island of Guam, in con- 
sideration of a compensation of 25,000,- 
000 pesetas. 
Second Germany con- 


cedes to Spanish trade, 
agricultural 


enterprises and Spanish religious or- 
ders the same treatments, facilities 
and liberties as ..the German, Third, 
Spain is to establish coaling stations 
and to be allowed to retain them in 
case of war. The agreement is to be 
ratified as soon as sanctioned by both 
countries.

Harry A. Armstrong, the Chicago 


Record's correspondent in the field be- 
fore Calunipit, P. I., writing under 
date of April 25 about the Twentieth 
Kansas regiment, says. 


This is the story of the Twentieth 


Kansas and how tluit regiment charged 
an intreuchment filled with Filipinos, 
got across the Qningua river and drove 
the insurgents back to the next strong- 
hold. It is not the first or the second 
time the Kansas boys have got what 
they went for, and they went in like 
veterans. We lay in the dry bed of a 
creek that made the firing line fiom 6 
o'clock on, but no big advance was 
marie until 10 o'clock, when the arm- 
ored train came down tho track with 
it-i one C pound gnn-—a gun that had 
done duty on the transport Sheridan, 
firing salutes at the snn as the flag 
came down at retreat—two Hotchkiss 
guns and a Gatlmg. The Utah battery 
wae ovei on the right with General 
Hale, who was given time to make a 
flank movement. Thp Kansas hoys were 
peeping through the trees where there 
\\as an opening, and grimly they sat 
there, too, keeping ears open for an or- 
der. 
Colonel Funston, the sou of the 


"former 
congressman" 
from Allen 


county, stood near his horse cracking 
his riding boot with his whip. 


Then the 6 inch gun opened the fight 


on the American tide. The Filipinos 
had been firing toward us for 15 min- 
utes, and Lieutenant Bridges, in com- 
mand of that train, sent the first shot. 
Incidentally the dust flew from the 
trench do^vn the track and a cheer went 
up before the report of tbe piece had 
died from the ears of the men in the 
ravina Again and again that long, 
black piece rang up the echoes. Then 
the rapid fire came into range and bs- 
gan its belching But when the Gdtlirsg 
began to purr tbe'Kansas boys were 
ready for their charge acioss ths open. 
General Hale got his Utah battery in 
position on the extreme right and be- 
gan throwing shells into the enemy's 
camp. Now, there should not have 
been trouble for those Filipinos, even 
then, because their intrenchmeuts were 
very strong, but the shells evidently 
brought fear to the hearts of the dark 
Bkinned fighters. 


Then it was that Colonel Funston 


said, "Come on boys," and they want- 
ed no second invitation. Out into the 
open they went, with tbe Gatling 
throwing bullets over their beads and 
the 6 pounder and the Hotchkiss hurl- 
ing heavy pieces far into the trenches. 
It is a long way across that cornfield, 
and the coin was not past the second 
plowing.. The tracks left there are evi- 
dence that there was no hesitancy in 
'ihe attack 
Colonel Funston led them 


on fully half a mile, when they came 
right iu the face of a fire directed point 
black at them from the trenches. One 
man dropped out and came back. He 
had a wounded hand and it was use- 
leas to? the 'time being. On the brown 
regiment went, past a clnmp of bam- 
boos, wheie the Mansers were biting 
and whistling, until at last it reached 
the ditches along the railroad track and 
dropped into them. 


"Who goes across with me?" called 


Colonel Funston, and there was a chorus 
of "Here!" 


"It's a swim." 
"We can swim," came the answer. 
"Bnt I don't want the regiment 3"st 


now. I'll take you all later." 


So the colonel picked out Lieutenant 


Ball of Company E, Corporal McNulty 
of Company E, First Sergeant Enslow 
of Company K and Privates Weaver, 
Case and ^ Copper of Company K, with 
Captain B'oltwood of Company F. Now 
it was a_case of follow your leader, and 
never did a daring spint lead his fol- 
lowers into a more dangerous place. 
The river, with its broken bridge, was 
between those men and the Filipino 
trenches, and out of the portholes came 
the shots, j .A volley went up from the 
edge of the ditch that blew dust from 
those" ports, and woe to the dark bead 
tbat appeared above. Tbe colonel ran 
out on' to the bridge and across the 
timberless structure. Behind him were 
his picked men. The missing span was 
on the enemy's side, but the boys hop 
ped along aud^ carae to the end, only to 
see their colonel whip ofi: his riding 
boots and jacket and slide down a bam- 
^hoo pole into the water. He went clear 
out of sight -in tbat plunge, but came 
up, sputtering, within five feet of the 
broken span. This helped him along, 
and before the last man was down the 
-pole Colonel Funston had his hands on 
a long native canoe. In the men clam- 
bered, and, with bullets flying over 
them in both directions, paddled across. 


Squad by squad the Kansans went 


^'across under cover of their reserve fire, 
and when enough were there to make a 
company they went up the bank around 
the edge of the trenches and sent a 
"flankjng fire down along the bamboo 
embankment. The Filipinos fled toward 
General Hale, and the Colorado boys 
and Colonel Funston, held the trench— 
"the first man across the river, of Qvnn-. 
gua and.the flrst^rnan into the Filipino 
stronghold.

ground is covered with empty shells, 
and Captain Russell of tho signal corps 
has his tent pitched where one fir1^ 
squad "pumped lead.".

And with that the colonel 
gave the hand of the chaplain a hearty 
shake aad walked off to ]cm his regi- 
ment, which had been deployed in a 
long line to the left. 
The incident 


beamed to be forgotten. It was not as 
much commented on as a goal kicked 
from field or a hard dash and a touch- 
down in a Thanksgivingfootball game. 
Bnt history "has yet to be written. 


Then thp boys took the nver, figura- 


tively, for as soon as they were at lib- 
erty there was a yell and a clash for the 
bank, and the Qningua river had more 
white people in it than it had ever held 
before. The Nebraskas, who were hold- 
ing the mtrenchments tbat they and 
the Kansans had won, came down from 
the north side, and with the First Mon- 
tanas and the Fifty-first lowas were all 
ID it splashing about merrily.

and went on outpost duty. Tomorrow 
they are to march across the bridge, for 
the engineering corps has made a pair 
of stairs down and another up. But 
they will not cross quicker tomorrow 
than they did today. 


The Kansas boys went across the 


bridge in "single file the nest "morning. 
They followed tbe single file of the 
Montana boys and are to go right up 
to Calnmpjt. They will keep the enemy

During tbe day there was con 


stact firing af the front from Filipino 
sharpshooters and occasionally from the 
insurgents' fieidpiece.

NEW MARKET FORTHE SEAL. 


Skin of the Hairy One to Be Used by j 


Boot Manufacturers. 


So large has been the catch of seals 


off tbe coasts "of Newfoundland epnd in 
the gulf o'f St Lawrence this season 
that the price for them is lower than it 
'ever was b'efore. These skins come, of 
course, from what is known as the hairy 
seal. 


Last year a well known boot and shoe 


manufacturing firm of Massachusetts 
made an attempt to utilize these skins 
in its business and succeeded so well 
that it it, repeating tbe experiment this 
season. There is believed to be every 
nrcspeet of sealskins coming into gen- 
eral.use in the extensive boot and shoe 
trade of New England. 


The opening cf so large a market for 


the skins will naturally produce quite 
an advance in their yield, which forms 
so large a proportion of the limited in- 
comes of those engaged in it. The work 
to which they "are-being adapted is, so 
far, inside work, for which hitherto 
kangaroo Skins have been employed. 


The desire of the manufacturers to 


replace these by sealskins is due to the 
extra cost of the former, owing to the 
heavy freight charged upon them from 
Australia.—Quebec Special to Chicago 
Times-Herald.

eign Trade la Booming* 


Our foreign commerce in the fiscal 


year 1899 will be even more remark- 
able than that of the wonderful year 
1898. 
Our exports in 1898 averaged 


more than $100,000,000 per month and 
were nearly 1300,000,000 greater than 
those of any preceding year in onr his- 
tory.

Shrewd Native Wit of on Irish Sa- 


loon Keeper Caught Mr. Dunne's 
Fancy and Suggested to Him a New 
Source of Newspaper Copy—Some of 
HI* Characteristic*. 


There is BO original Mr. Dooley, any 


more than there was an original Sam 
Weller. It IB said the shrewd native 
wit of an Irish saloon keeper caught 
the fancy of Mr. Dunne and suggested 
to him a n&w source of newspaper copy. 
To this good man, who has been named 
in print, is due the pleasant credit for 
the suggestion, made unconsciously 
though it was, that flowered in the 
witty, wise book, "Mr. Dooley In Peace 
and War." The real Dooley, the man 
whose views are set out in the sketches, 
is Finiey Peter Dunne. He is Kipling's 
age, S3, and has a good deal of the 
Kipling front You notice it in the firm 
lower jaw and the ample brain pan, the 
man-o'-war nose and the artificial de- 
tail of the eyeglasses. Dooley, too, as 
yon have seen, has an embroidered 
curtness of speech that recalls Mul- 
vaney. 


A pleasant man in pleasant places, 


product of a severe school—daily news- 
paperdom—and not given to gush. He 
was graduated by a Chicago high school; 
"cub" reporter under the hardest city 
editor that ever terror'zed a staft; po- 
litical man and star assignment special- 
ist on the big morning papers; later an 
editorinl writer on the Chicago Times- 
Herald, where his work was usually 
recognizable, though unsigned. During 
this last service he began writing down 
the sayings of Martin Dooley for the 
Chicago Evening Post, then as now the 
most valuaBle publication, in a literary 
sense, that Chicago ever possessed. It 
got to be the fashion for men about 
town—and maybe for the women at 
home—to watch for Dooley in the Sat- 
urday Post and to point out the new 
good thing to friends who might not 
have seen it. The Dooley sketches grew 
in value and in public favor. 


The Spanish war was Dooley'B—I 


mean 
Dunne's — opportunity. 
The 


"Uncle Geoige Dewey" sketch caught 
the country.' It also caught Dewey, for 
he wrote to the author to say that he 
liked it better than anything else that 
had been written about him. And you 
recollect there were several pieces re- 
ferring to the admiral in the papers at 
that time. 


With the beautiful modesty that 


characterizes so few of us, Mr. Dunne 
bad long stood off the urging of friends 
and publishers to put Dooley in a book. 
He wasn't sure. The Dewey sketch de- 
cided him. The collection was made, 
hurried through the press, and the 
quiet young editor in chief of the Chi- 
cago Journal became at once the popu- 
lar literary celebrity of the year. I 
think he is the only Chicago author 
who has been called on to figure out the 
value of hia Canadian copyrights. The 
London cables carried his praise back 
to his home folks. London hailed Dooley 
as an added feather in the cap pf Eng- 
lish letters. Finally the author was 
named in his local press as a celebrity. 
After that—well, there is nothing after 
that for a t writing man, they say, ex- 
cept the paltry consideration of royal- 
ties, and the hope that public favor will 
not die with the season. I can remem- 
ber the book fads of each yea? back to 
Trilby, that the English-Frenchman 
wrote, but I don't believe Dooley is of 
that class, as to lasting power. Dooley 
is human and vital, and ought to be 
just as good reading a hundred years 
from now as it is today. 


Mr. Dunne*is a bachelor, athletically 


eet up, dresses well and plays golf. If 
any of1 Martin Dooley's democratic ad- 
mirers shall be disposed to criticise him 
for the golf, they should bear in mind 
the fact that he doesn't play the game 
well enough to win. He is a charming 
conversationalist, a judge of 'men and 
books. He likes Dean Swift and con- 
siders Addison'a Spectator an indis- 
pensable textbook for journalism. So- 
cially he has bad little part with the 
other writing men of the town—out- 
side of the newspaper offices. He adds 
to the mental qualities of the artist the 
social graces that commend him to the 
very worthy people who play golf on 
their own links. 


Mr. Dunne is now doing the "g-r-rand 


tour" of Ireland and adjacent conn- 
tries. He sailed in middle May and 
expected to be absent until Septem- 
ber. 
Meantime another Dooley book 


—"Mr. Dooley In the Hearts of His 
Countrymen"—is in preparation, and 
all the signs indicate* that it will score 
even larger success than its predeces- 
sor. At his home in Chicago the men 
who know him well are saying Mr. 
Dunne will write a great novel next; 
that he is even now considering the 
outline of the story. No one has been 
heard to express the least doubt that he 
will win if he decides to "toake this 
further proof of his powers.—Frank A. 
Putnam in National Magazine For 
Jane.

A SHIP 


That Rose From the Sea. 


A SAILOR'S YARN. 


"You landlubbers write harrowing 


tales of the ships that sink in the sea. 
Bat did yon never hear of a sunken 
ship that came back from Davy Jones' 
locker?" said one of the veteran sea 
flogs at the Sailors' Snag Harbor, at 
Staten Island, near New York, to a vis- 
itor. "I saw one come back," he went 
on in a lower tone. 


"I have seen ships go down. I have 


been in many wrecks and have seen my 
full share of q£l the strange eights of 
the sea, but no other eight ever made 
my blood rnn go cold nor my heart sink 
30 low as the sight of a great ship ris- 
ing to the surface through a thousand 
fathoms of water, with a crew of dead 
men between her decks. It happened 
back in the fifties, when I was able sea- 
man on the Mary Clay, a brig trading 
to South American ports. We were 
coming np from Bio, I think it was, 
with a cargo of hides and coffee, and a 
long spell of storms and contrary winds 
drove us far ont of our course and off 
to the east in the Atlantic. Our main 
and top masts had all gone by the board 
long before the storms ended. 


"When the weather cleared finally 


and the waveg went down, we were on 
the edge of the Sargasso sea. The green 
surface of that ocean graveyard was 
torn and broken by the storm as far as 
we could see, and great piles and 
patches of torn seaweed were floating 
all aronnd us. There came a day of 
calm and sunshine after two weeks of 
storm, and all bands were set to work 
fixing np a jury rig, with which we 
finally reached port We bad a bit of 
canvas spread forward and another aft 
on poles, just enough to give us steer- 
ing way while we worked. A current 
and a light wind from the south helped 
a bit, and we' were slowly drawing 
away from that sea of grewsome green. 


"There was a long, heavy under 


swell, waves seeming to come np from 
the very bottom as if the storm through 
which we had passed had stirred the 
ocean to its uttermost depths. Joe Dill, 
the first mate, and I were at work by 
the rail on the starboard side forward 
at 10 o'clock in the morning. 'What's 
that?' said Joe as he caught my arm 
and pointed to a disturbance in the 
water some 200 yards off our bow. 


"I looked at the spot indicated. Be* 


yond a fieap of broken weed from the 
Sargasso that was drifting along beside 
ns there was a big patch of fairly clear 
water. As I looked huge bubbles ap- 
peared on the surface, and then a great 
mound of green water and greener 
weed seemed to rise 50 feet above the 
surface. As this mound of weed and 
water rolled away to the level of the 
surrounding sea there broke from the 
spot where we bad seen the bubbles the 
broken masts of what had been a full 
rigged ship. 


"Dill shouted gome warning to the 


captain, but he did not move out of his 
tracks. We stood there as if chained to 
the deck, and saw the hull of a big ship 
rise out of that sea as slowly and ma- 
jestically as a giant whale undisturbed 
might come to the surface to blow. She 
came np on an even keel and rose until 
her upper deck was clear of the water 
and floated there, rolling slowly with 
the even roll of the sea that had cast 
her up. We could see that the vessel 
had foundered in a storm. Her masts 
Were all broken off as if she had been 
caught unprepared in a sudden squall, 
and the spars and rigging were twisted 
and piled upon the deck and hanging 
over the rail as if the crew had been 
unable to cut them away. 


"We could gee that the risen ship had 


been long under water. Barnacles hang 
from her rails and the broken timbers 
above deck were covered with the dark 
green slimy weed that ia found only at 
a great depth. It was easy enough to 
guess bow she had gone down. Caught 
in a sudden squall, she had strained her 
framework and broken a rent some- 
where below the water line that sent 
ber to the bottom, probably before the 
crew had time to man a boat But how 
had she come to the surface? 


"Officers-and crew of the Mary Clay 


ran to the starboard rail and looked at 
the derelict that had come up from be- 
low with staring eyes and blanched 
faces. No man of us had ever heard of 
such a thing before, and we were BO 
close to the wreck tbat^there was no 
chance that we were mistaken. The 
ship was not a derelict that had been 
Boating with decks awash. She had not 
been concealed from our view by float- 
ing seaweed. The vessel bad risen to 
the surface in a big patch of clear wa- 
ter and half the crew of the Mary Clay 
bad seen ber come up. 


For a time we were m startled by 


what we had seen that no nan made a 
move to do anything. Then the captain 
recovered his nerve and called for vol- 
unteers to board the strange craft and 
tee what we could learn abont ber. At 
first the men drew back. There was 
wmething so uncanny about the stran- 
ger that they wanted to get away as 
fast as possible. Finally a boat crew, 
led by the first mate, volunteered, and 
we went over and boarded the sadden 
ind mysteriously arisen derelict We 
tfipped on the thick green slime that 
covered the deck as we climbed over 
the rail, and the pale faces of the men 
ihowed that .they had BO heart in the

bowed that everything was gone by 
the board except the broken epara and 
torn rigging that hung to the stamps 
it the masts. The beats were all gone. 
The wheelhouse was stove in, and the 
:aptain's cabin bad been crushed by 
falling spars. With an oar from our 
boat we scraped among some of the sea- 
weed and slfcae and found that the 
batches had all been battened down. 
We found the main gangway covered 
with a densa heap of seaweed, in which 
there were scores of crabs and strange 
looking dwellers in the depths of the 
southern seas. With much labor we 
cleared away this mass of stuff and 
reached the head of the ladder leading 
3own from the main deck. Dill, the 
mate, looked down into the dark water 
that rose almost to the top of the gang- 
way, and then he sprang back with a 
cry of horror. 


"A sudden roll of the ship on a deep 


swell chained the water between decks 
and the bloated body of a dead sailor 
was thrown up the ladder and so 
wedged in the passageway that the face 
stared straight up at us. The flesh was 
soft and white, as if ready to drop from 
the bones, and the eyes bad already fallen 
out. 
The hideous face seemed to mock 


at us with a ghastly leer. 


"With one accord we all started back 


toward the stern of the vessel, where 
our boat was tied to the rail. Before we 
reached the boat there came another 
heavy swell, the ship lurched to star- 
board and as she rolled back to an even 
keel something in her framework below 
decks broke with a muffled crash. Then 
a small fountain of black water, capped 
by yellow bubbles, broke from the open 
gangway and a great quantity of gas 
that had been confined below shot high 
op into the air with a report like escap- 
ing steam. 


"With this eruption from the depths 


of the ship there came an odor of de- 
caying flesh so strong and sickening 
that we fell into our boat, almost over- 
come. The line was cut and we pushed 
away as quickly aa possible. Most of us 
were go overcome that we were unable 
to handle the oars, but, fortunately, an- 
other roll on a sunken wave carried the 
ship away from UH and we were clear of 
the horrible odor. The roar of escaping 
gas continued for several minutes, and 
then the broken and battered derelict 
settled stern first and sank swiftly out 
of sight. 


"The Mary Clay reached home in 


time and on our next trip to South 
America we found a possible solution of 
the remarkable incident of a ship rising 
from the sea. A British vessel loaded 
with live stock for Brazil had been lost 
some months before, probable near the 
Sargossa sea. If the ship settled on an 
even keel at the bottom, sand and sea- 
weed might have closed the rent in her 
bnll that caused her to sink. Then, with 
the hatches battened down above, the 
decomposition of the bodies of the ani- 
mals that bad formed the cargo would 
create enough gas between decks in 
time to cause the vessel to rise to the 
surface. When we cleared the gangway 
the gas escaped and the broken vessel 
went to the bottom a second time."— 
New York Cor. St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat 


Fortification! of Spanish Tovriu. 
The town of Palmas Soreano consists 


of several hundred thatched bouses and 
perhaps about 60 frame, brick and 
stone bouses, with filed roofs. 
It is 


situated in a valley surrounded by hills. 
A line of forts stretches from northeast 
to southwest,- with, a line of barbed 
wire fence in front of them toward the 
west. Standing in the lookout box of 
one, I counted 11 of these small forts 
or blockhouses, from 100 to 200 or more 
yards apart. They are all surrounded 
with lines of barbed wire, through 
which it would be almost impossible to 
pick one's way without becoming ter- 
ribly lacerated. 


Beyond this entanglement ia a deep 


and wide ditch, crossed by a bridge 
leading to a covered gateway. Inside of 
this the parapet rises, made of logs, 
stones and gravel. It has 12 embrasures 
and incloses an octagonal square abont 
100 feet in diameter. Here I found an 
old brass rifled cannon, howitzer type, 
marked Seville, July 8, 1789, in a good 
state of preservation. In the center of 
the inclosure stands a square, double 
story log building, double walled, filled 
with stone and loopholed. The second 
story and the sentinel are accessible 
only by ladders from the inside—a truly 
formidable citadel against troops with* 
out artillery. 


Money tender*.

ed with offers from nsnrers to advance 
bim sums of money, h»d the curiosity 
to answer one by asking on what terms 
he would loan him £850. By return of 
post there arrived a letter asking par- 
ticulars of his rent, life insurance and 
other intimate matters.

B. F. Kennard of New York, na- 


tional organizer of the socialist-labor 
party, spoke Monday evening at the 
suldiers' monument under the auspices 
of North Adams section. He Is an 
earnest and iluent speaker and the ob- 
jects and aims of his parly were set 
forth in a manner not to bu misunder- 
stood. The chief end aimed at, ao 


inp: tu Mr. Kennard, is to down the 


capitalist elu&s and fill (he offices of 
the country, from highest to lowest, 
with \\ orkingmen. who will run the 
machine-iy of government for 
the 


benefit of the people and not for the 
rich men, M horn he charged with steal-- 
ins their wealth and enslaving- and rob- 
bing the -\\orklng people. He said that 
while the form is different the fact of 
slavery is just as pronounced today as 
it was in the South before the civil 
war, 
and it is time foi- the working 


people to rise and cast off the shackles. 
This must be done by means of the 
ballot, and the task \\111 be easy as 
soon as the \\orkmgmen \vlll quit vot- 
ing for the old parties and support the 
socialist-labor party. 


Mr. Kennard declared that profits 


are unpaid wages and submitted sta- 
tistics to show how long it would take- 
to accumulate, a million dollars from 
wage savings, reaching the conclusion 
that to have that amount now it would 
have been necessary to begin 1000 years 
before Christ. He denounced the capi- 
talists as plunderers of the people, who 
should show them no mercy. He said 
the workingmen of this city should not 
rest till they had filled all the offices 
with their own members and had com- 
plete control of taxation and the treas- 
ury. Then they would be in a position 
to do something. 


If there was a. strike they would take 


money from the city treasury, by law, 
to back the strikers, and if the funds 
ran low they would slap moro taxes, 
»not on the people, but on property, 
against which the speaker seemed to 
bear an unbounded grudge. Mr. Ken- 
nard thought this mode of backing a 
strike would bring to terms the big- 
bellied capitalists, bloated with the 
stolen earnings of the poor, and who 
ought to have their heads shaved and 
be kicked into jail. The speaker cau- 
tioned his hearers to swallow no more 
of the political "hog wash" dished out 
to them by the old parties, but to rise 
in their might, join the socialist-labor 
ranks and charge the enemy with can- 
non and mortars of the largest sizes, 
all rifled and loaded to the muzzle with 
the ballots of workingmen. This would 
bring down the robbers and bloats, put 
all property where it belongs—in the 
hands of the people, and give us a 
country in which the bftast of freedom 
would not be a monumental lie. 


The speech was heard by a small as- 


semblage and received with occasional 
applause. At its close Mr. Kennard 
offered to answer any questions that 
might be asked, in order that there 
might be no misunderstanding of the 
points he had made.

THE HOUSE-WACOM FAMILY. 


Queer Looking Outfit That Reached 


North Adams This Morning., 


The Lasley family In their famous 


"house on wheels," drove into the city 
this morning, completing the 
8,423d 


mile of their tri- across the continent 
and back. Their strange outfit caused 
much interest tis it 
drove through 


Main street, and finally put up at 
Shaw's livery. 
They announced that 


they Intended to stay two or three 
days if they could secure the privilege 
of selling their books and giving lec- 
tures in the streets in the evening. 


The Lasley family is a peculiar in- 


stitution. There are .seven of them, M. 
E. A. Lasley, hie wife and five children. 
The family started from Port Angeles, 
near Seattle, Washington, March 22, 
1894. 
They had their house, which is a 


queer looking structure built like a 
shed on wheels, and furnished with 
"all the comforts of a horneT inside. 
In this they have driven to the At- 
lantic, and are now on their way back 
to the west. 


Two children have been born on the 


long trip, and the entire family looks 
as happy and healthy as it is possible 
for them to be. In addition to the 
original house-wagon in. which they 
started they have a smaller closed 
wagon, which is provided with springs, 
a thing the original never thought of 
having, and in which Mrs. Lasley 
travels most of the time. They have 
conveniences for cooking and sleeping 
ia the two wagons, and are almost as 
independent' as real gypsies. 


They drove in this morning from 


Florida mountain, where they passed 
the night, having left Shelburne Falls 
Sunday. Mr. Lasley said that the as- 
cent of Florida mountain was one of 
the hardest trips he had had this side 
of the Rocky mountains. 


Mr. Lasley is a heavy bearded man, 


who looks the typical far-westerner 
that he is, while Mrs. Lasley is a. very 
pleasant .woman with a good deal of 
executive ability. They arc perfectly 
frank in giving their 
object as a 


money-making one. and Mrs. Lasley 
lectures in the various cities they pass 
through, T\ hile they have a book writ- 
ten by Mr. Lasley which they sell, and 
which describes their trip. 


This book contains a number of 


opinions on the cities through which 
they have passed, and as th? judgment 
is good or bad 
according as to 


whether they were allowed to use the 
streets for exhibition purposes or not, 
it.is to be feared that North Adams 
will stand low in their estimation, 
since it was said by the officials that 
they could not be allowed to use the 
streets. 


90 IN THE SHADE,

The city 
has not had a hard rain since May 11, 
although there has been a light fall sev- 
eral times since. May 29 was the last 
day on which moisture fell, and a good 
rain is much needed.

break, with the possibility of an early 
Settlement in view, In the strike involv- 
ing stone cutters resulting in the closing 
of the quarries in this vicinity, came yes- 
terday, when, after 13 weeks of idleness, 
the officials of th« Rockport Granite 
company issued the following: notice: 


"The Rookport Granite company here- 


by gives notice that on and after June 19,

nine hours' labor shall constitute a 


day's work in all Jts quarries. All over- 
work done at the' request of the com- 
pany to be> countad'tirne and a half." 


This practically concedes to the de- 


mands of the strikers, although there 
were three' other d-emaoids forwarded by 
the strikers In their recent ultimatum to 
.the company, tout as compared with the 
above concessions. • they were unim- 
portant. When the* notices were posted 
they were greeted with evident satisfac- 
tion by the citltan.s, and the hope pre- 
vails that with this action the strug- 
gle which has resolved itself' into 
one between capital and labor shall end 
peaceably, and a new-era of prosperity 
entered upon. 


A visit to the different sections of the 


cape, and interviews with -the strike 
leaders, precluded that idea, however. 
It- has developed that until the granite 
company is willing to meet a committee 
of the-stone workers.-and jointly sign a 
bill, the strikers will not return to their 
old places. This is the almost universal 
sentiment expresses. The men say their 
union must stand for recognition, for 
therein, they assert, li«i their protec- 
tion.

DRY. 


Long Continued Drought Has Wrought Much 


Damage In New England District 


Boston, June 6.—The New England 


section of the United States department 
of agriculture, climate and crop service, 
Issues the following- bulletin: 


Another week of-abnormally hot and 


dry weather has been recorded. Aver- 
age number of clear days 3, partly cloudy 
4, cloudy 0. 


High temperatures have prevailed al- 


most continuously, the daily departures 
above the normal ranging from 5 de- 
grees to 13 degrees. This report closes 
with the warm wave increasing in se- 
verity, temperature registering above 90 
degrees over a large portion of the .dis- 
trict, and no immediate prospect of re- 
lief. The weekly mean temperature for 
the district at large was 64 degrees, or 8 
Segrees above the mean of the previous 
week. 


There haa been practically no precipi- 


tation during the week. Springs and 
streams are unusually low for the season, 
the Connecticut river being at about 
July stage of water. At Boston the total 
deficiency in precipitation since April 1 
now amounts to 5.45 inches. 


The general situation remains prac- 


tically unchanged from the previous re- 
port. The prevailing drought has (been 
intensified during the week, and, if any- 
thing, the conditions are a trifle more 
unfavorable at the present time. The 
showers which occurred early in the 
week produced growth for 'one or two 
days, but their beneficial ^effects soon 
passed away, and every New England 
crop Is now positively suffering for rain. 
Meadows cannot produce normal crops, 
the question of pasturage is becoming 
serious, and there is general complaint 
of seed sprouting poorly, and unevenly. 
This is a critical period for agricultural 
interests, and fear is expressed this early 
that crops will yield far below the aver- 
age. There is, of course, an occasional 
bright spot amid the gloom, but the gen- 
tral opinion is that the drought ha: 
wrought damage which cannot be re- 
trieved unless abundant rain comes soon,

How often do we hear a woman say, 
"My hat or my gown is so unbecom- 
ing!" when it is not the fault of hat 
or gown, but of the skin! 


Veils are largely responsible for 


black!,heads and the poor complexions 
of ladies of the present day. 
Pftftr- 


ably'-no fashion, more deleterious to 
the complexion could have been de- 
vised than vthe-:close .mesh-veils worn 
next to the faee. This fine lace mask 
—for it is nothing else—hinders the 
circulation to some extent, but does 
far more-injury by keeping: the face 
heated. Thus when the dust from the 
street blows in the open pores receive 
it. -Without the veil a friendly breeze 
would, very likely carry away most of 
these dust particles. The dye used in 
the manufacture of veilings adds its 
portion^ of deleterious matter, and the 
veil retains so much more of the dust 
that each ,time it is put on it-has a 
deposit-to sift upon the. face. If you 
doubt the truth- of this statement, 
take any veil that you have been 


wearing a. few days and put it in wa- 
ter.; The mudcliness which is produc- 
ed in the water is the. dirt that is 
helping to give you. a. muddy com- 
plexion. If a veil must:be.-worn'occa- 
sionally, when high winds prevail,, in 
order to keep the hair-from-being-dis- 
arranged, let it be of the 'most deli- 
cate of open mesh. A veil of real lace 
and white color is theJeast.harmful, 
as it can 'be' frequently washed;' Al- 
ways wear it so loose-as-not. to im- 
pede a free circulation of air. 


Black and other .dark, veils, .should 


be frequently renewed..- Too- many 
ladies wear them continuously for the 
sole reason that they -dp not show, the 
. dirt. A woman ori'ehte'fing the 'housa 
should at once remove her veil. Some 
wear veils all day,'; (;hav&-'se.en gi,rl3 
12years old allowed.to begin the \vear- 
ing of a veil, and I have never seen a 
"wearer of a'black veil whose-skin was 
not filled with black -heads* My ad-

Moth patches, or liver.sppts.(ohloas- 


ma), is a term applied to diffuse, cir- 
cumscribed and w?ll defined 'discolor'-* 
ations of the skin in shades'of yellow, 
brown and even black. JTheseJappear 
on the face and neck and'arc symp- 
tomatic of some disease of the liver or 
other internal -organ. These spots 
usually remain after the internal trou- 
ble is cured and require treatment of 
the skin to remove 'them. Before re- 
tiring wash the face thoroughly with 
tepid water, using a pure olive oil 
soap. Then apply ar mixture of lemon 
juice and pulverized sugar in equal 


parts. 
Allow it to remain on over- 


night. In the morning again .wash the 
face as before and anoint it with a 
pure retiring cream—as much as the 
skin will absorb. Then, cover, the face 
with a pure .powder. 


Siillowness of the face is, in bad. 


cases, called icterus, "or jaundice. .' It 
is caused by a deranged liver. This 
derangement is in turn brought about, 
by eating indigestible foods, or eating 
too heartily." especially late at night.. 
In some cases it comes"from drinking" 
tea, coffee and too much wine. Any- 
thing which disturbs the action of .the 
liver, the great laboratory of the hu- 
man system, produces sallowness by 
causing -the.iiver. to become' over- 
worked and thereby prevents it from 
taking all-ithe ,'different poisons from 
the blood, including the coloring mat - 
ter of the bile. These coloring matters, 
or dyes, remain in the.blood, until .na- 
ture eliminates ^tliero--from the sysr 
torn. Sallowness of the, face,, in short; 
is,only the coloring matter deposited 
in the skin from the.blood. In coming 
in contact with the'air it is oxidized 
and is then very,hard to remove. 


As, a. preventive of .,sallowness a 


"great deal can be accomplished if one 
will be careful of,the diet and never 
eat any food, that is unlikely to-digest 
readily.. Klat meals at regular hours 
and take about the same amount 'of 
food each day. Plenty of fruit, oranges 
and occasionally a lemon before break- 
fast are good.' Sleep in a cool, well 
ventilated room; take Aplenty of exer- 
cise, especially walking in the open

UMMEE charities are comparative-

reauired no fuel for warmth, no blan- 
kets, fewer clothes for covering: and ho 
shoes or stockings for their feet. Mod- 
ern philanthropy, which hopes for ap- 
proximate as well as direct benefits, is 
more thoughtful. It knows that, while 
the poor are in winter 
comparative 


prisoners, summer releases them, and 
at that season more than any other 
they are a greater menace to eociety 
and likely to become rooted in habits 
that will maka them confirmed pau- 
pers. 
In the great cities the tenements that 


through the winter have housed the 
poor and sick ?nd criminal send torth 
in summer their thousands tcvmeet and 
remeet in the streets, in the alleyways 
and courtyards, where they loiter when 
the weather is mild. One learns of the 
other's history, habits and. manners 
with a celerity paralleled in no. other 
condition. 
: 


In New York' city, fo* Instance, 'dur- 


ing' the -winter months ona may go 
through the tenement district time aft- 
er time without encountering-, anything 
unusual in the appearance of the neigh- 
borhood, hut go through the same dis- 
trict, say Cherry, Delancey, Kivington or 
any of the cross streets thereabout, and 
one will see fire escapes, crowded with 
half' clad children, halls and doorways 
filled with loungers and the streets 
swarming with men and women and 
children. The language used is often 
such as. is unfit for the ears of children, 
the streets are unsanitary and badly 
kept in many districts, and the oppor- 
tunities to learn evil are great. 


It is not alone the fear of the- spread 


of crime and vice, fostered so much by 
the outdoor life which the summer 
months entail, but the opportunities of 
alleviating the miseries of the season 
that have doubtless served to influence 
philanthropists 
to take up summer 


charity work. Taken in.• contrast, ac- 
cordingly, with the work.-done a few 
years ago, summer work among the 
poor of the great cities is in great ad- 
vance -' what it once was. 


•.Possibly it was partially the vivid pen 


pictures of that thoughtful observer of 
pauper life in New York qity, Mr. Jacob 
Riis, that drew attention, to the work 
to be done among children., in'that'city. 
Through his magazine sketches and 
published works many reforms have 
been5 Drought about. Among these was 
the planting of breathing spots in the 
shape of small parks In those neighbor- 
hoods in the lower part of New York 
city famous for their-lawlessness. Mul- 
berry bend and Five Points, known as 
the haunts of thieves and thugs, have 
been transformed into' comparatively 
attractive and law abjfling districts 
through, the softening-influence of fresh 
air, sunshine, grass and trees. 
, There are recognized charitable funds 
for the benefit of the. children of New 
York that do an immense amount of 
good through their various channels. 
The fresh air funds are many. One is 
in charge of a great newspaper and 
sands thousands of children, out of the 
city for a brief term during the sum- 
mer.. Another, under the. auspices of 
the Society For the Im'prov.ement of the 
Po.orj . £asi ~a" summer!,,',home, at Sea 
Breeze,' on'liong Island),\\iere last year- 
17,496 persons were benefited. The Chil^ 
dren's .Aid society alsp'.iias a summer

FIGHTINGJILIPINOS 


Interesting 
Letter ' From 


Paul Goodrich in the 


Philippines. 


NATIVES AMAZED AT KINDNESS 


Shown Them by our Troops. Poor Arms 


of the Natives and Their Foolish 


Leaders. Entertaining Talk 


of Camp Life. 


The following extracts from a letter 


recently received from Paul Goodrich, 
with the 14th regulars in the Philip- 
pines, will be of interest. 


Cuartel De Malate, April 18. 


For the first night sinee^Februao- 13 


I slept under a roof Jlast night, and it 
was the first night during that period 
that I slept without shoes, leggings and 
clothes on, and you can; ba assured it 
was a great relief. Also It was the first 
night in those weeks that we have not 
heard Mausers crack over us, aimed- in 
our general direction if not directly at 
a sentry. 
During tms time in the 


trenches we have had to keep a sharp, 
lookout to guard the walls, and have 
had many adventures, but few casual- 
ties. We have been holding a line of 
trenches on the south side, with out- 
posts out in front to warn our line, a*- 
every mgrht these were more o»- .tss 
fierd at by flying parties of insurgents. 
We did not return firs unless we could 
see the 
flash. 
, 
I am in charge of the guard today, 


since men -are scarce here. 
We hear 


volley firing on the south of us and am- 
bulances are coming in, and strings of 
natives, loaded with al\ they can carry, 
return to their fields under our protec- 
tion. All this shows the foolishness and, 
proves how incapable and selfish weres 
ths so-c-alled leader? of the Filipinos 
here, and by fighting this out, the 
United States is delivering them from 
their worst enemies. 


Although forced in to'the insurrection, 


the little soldiers fight well. Several 
of our men brought in today were 
wounded by bolos (knives), which 
shows close work. On the other hand 
if American troops held the trenches 
and positions they have had, 100,000 men 
could not drive us from them. 


April 29 


Again I am in charge of quarters at 


the old stand and write you as mail 
leaves at 10 a m. Last night the rest 
of the 14th came marching in. Such a 
lot of bearded grizzled .-soldiers with 
smoked black tin cups rattling against 
their bayonet scabbards would makeyou 
smiie, for they have been "rustling" 
chickens Mid cooking their own raw 
rations for WK days, and look like an 
army that nothing rould stir. We, of 
course, looked the same £ *ew days ago 
when we came in, but coulfl-ttot S3* our- 
selves. 


The "14th" is a bunch of men that it 


takes more than a shout and a rush and 
more thau a few volleys to put out of 
a trench, and we've had our share of 
the fighting: When ths attack on. Ma- 
lolos was planned the 14th was includ- 
ed, but as we were the only foot regu- 
lars on the south side, General Oven- 
si.ine persuaded Genual Lawtort to 
leave us to this division, much to our 
regret, as we were anxious to see- the 
country north and to be in active serv- 
ice at the front, but we have been, kept 
busy at what the papers call "excur- 
sions." The last fine trip was-six days 
cf hard marching, taking four towns, 
arcl we only lost seven men killed. I 
tell about it, as it shows the conditions 
in the interior. The objective point was 
Santa Cruz, a large city on Pasig lake, 
and to get several launches held there. 


After crossing the lake we made' a 


semblance of attack on the town. It 
•« as strongly fortified with stone walls 
and stone trenches, and small forts, 
bfllcckaded and loopholed everywhere, 
a strong position. General Lawton 
marched around the flank toward the 
rear with some troops, whose presence 
the natives had not known, and struck 
them by the flank, so after a few fights 
they ran out of the town, and as .they 
bunched up in streets that opened to 
the water, the gatling guns played on 
them 
and 
piled 
up 
the 
killed. 


Such is war. 


General Law-ton was in the front of 


every charge, and also appeared fre- 
quently with scouts. As they were 
running off through fields ha remarked: 
"It is slaughter, but it 
c I mot be 


helped; get after them boys.* He is a 
tall man, resembles the late A. "W- 
Locke; often came along our trenches 
at Pasay. He is a grand leader, such 
a man as an army will follow any- 
where. 


No rest followed 
this move, but 


marched dn to the next town, always 
meeting resistance, yet, driving the Fil- 
ipinos after the first sharp fight. All 
prisoners were turned loose, and at each 
city posted up many of our peace com- 
mission's proclamation, to show these 
poor deluded people that our intentions 
were "good, yet that we can march 
anywhere we choose in these islands. 


They seem dazed at ^our humanity 


when cornered. They cannot "savey" 
the "Americanos way." Every pris- 
oner expects to be shot. One of our 
scouts told me he was just ordered 
out to report for some duty, and so 
took up his gun setting in a shack 
there, and was looking at the trigger to 
see if it was all right before going out, 
when 
he , was 
suddenly 
seized 


by 
the 
knees by, a 
native who 


kissed 
his 
hand 
and 
looked 


beseechingly at him... It seems the Fil- 
ipino was held a prisoner there by our 
guards and he thought the guard was 
getting ready to shoot him sure. The 
scout had not even known the native 
was there. 


The men who went further In the 


country report the interior as beautiful 
beyond description, a.-yast contrast to 
this low flat rice flelq—zarnboo-shuck 
places beautiful cocoanut. groves, fruit 
piled ready for 
shipment, 
sheets 


straight and clean, houses of stone and 
wood, curtains at windows, carved ma- 
hogany bedsteads, cold spring1 water 
from streams in the hills. Most of this 
fine property was ownisd by Spanish 
residents, who have been driven out 
the last eight months for safety. 


From these towns lots of fine churches 


can be seen in all directions, as they 
are always built qn high commanding 
positions. The walls, as I have written 
before, are very thick, sojthat beyond 
shattering. doors and windows, small 
artillery has but little effect on them, 
they are always good forts, and are 
used by us as hospitals and prisons, 
for they are everywhere at hand. Also 
much treasure Is sealed in the walla or 
buried under floorn. p'ften arms and 
ammunition arc found. They feel sure 
these will not be found or molested un- 
der the guardianship of the church, but 
Americanos usually (Ind It. When large 
sums are found* the offlcsww' board sits 
on It. In one church they 'A>und an old 
Filipino chained hand* and feet to M 


wall in the steeple. He had been kept 
there so long that the nhackles were 
badly rusted, and he was silly. We re- 
leased him and left him a box of con- 
densed hard tack. We could not take 
him along as the expedition was to- en- 
lighten the natives as to our motives 
and show them we can march any- 
where, and not kill or loot. We are 
only permitted to forage for necessity 
not to destroy. 


Quantities of wooden gruns were found 


like those we used to drill with in the 
famous "Light Guards" under Major 
Fleming. These are perfect imitations 
of Remingtons. To see one 10 feet off in 
the daytime lean haidly tell the differ- 
ence. It is hard to-understand what 
good these were but in every 
field 


where Filipinos fell only a few guns 
were fount*. When one falls another 
takes the gun and 
g'c/. s on- Lai ge 


numbers marched but few wcie \\c\\ 
armed. 


Many bolo-men are up in that coun- 


try with 
their long sharp 
knives 


("bolos") 
beautiful 
catved handles. 


Some strange cannons \\ere brought 
down, niv neialgmveryx,?n,d- ,fi'jl.,Ade 
down. Imagine a \yooden board a foot 
square mounted on two wooden \vhefels, 
as bis- as the bottom of a two-quart tin 
pail. This gun carriage is drawn by a 
string: the gun is a piece of ga§ pipe 
(tij^Mnch pipe like steam pipes at 
l;onie) four feet long-. 
One end is 


I blocked up, the touch-hole borecl neat 


this. They fill it with slugs and powder, 
touch it off with a percussion cap; 
sometimes they go off at the wrong end 
and kill the gunner. Usually they' are 
wound with several layeis of hemp 
string to keep them from bursting. 


We do not know about discharges 


yet. For one I want a trip inland be- 
fore leaving the island. There is much 
to see and learn about the country and 
people, the monotony of garrison life is 
tedious. Had you seen me with a flve- 
weeks' beard around my face, washing 
my clothes on a rock and basking under 
a banana leaf out of the sun. while they 
dried, you would have thought I had 
mislaid my bow,and arrow somewhere, 
after eating acocoanut-shell full of soup. 
Now I have just paid $1.25 for a wash- 
,ing and dare not sit down on a stoo) 
without first dusting off the seat, as I 
am in white trousers and leggings at 
the guard house, where no Mausers 
ping! and no excitement. 


My health is excellent, never felt 


better. We have a large sick report, 
but many are "beats," some have "cold 
feet" -and do not want to be in an en- 
gagement, some are indulgent in bev- 
erages and? conduct prejudicial to health 
and a few have exerted themselves! be- 
yound their constitutional powers. I 
happen to be in neither class, and when 
we get into a skirmish I neither shoot 
my own foot, sprain, my knee in run- 
ning back through the bush nor sit 
.en a hill for a bold target, so my skin 
remains whole. 


We see fine outfits driving on the 


lunette, the officers and resid-ents of 
Manila enjoy fine concerts now from 
various regimental bands and perhaps 
when this reaches you an "understand- 
ing" for the future will have been 
reached.

COUNTY MAP FINISHED, 


A Valuable and Artistic Production for 


County Commissioners. 


Barnes and Jenks have completed tlie 


new Beikshire county map, and it will 
be presented to the county commis- 
sioners at their meeting today. 
They 


haye been working on this for nearly 
eight months, and their finished pro- 
duct is the most complete of any in 
existence. 


From an artistic standpoint, like- 


wise, it is excellent. The various state, 
county and town roads are shown in 
different colors and from records at 
the court house were traced out the 
old turnpike highways. One of these 
was the Tenth Massachusetts turn- 
pike, about forty miles long, extending 
from the Connecticut state line to West 
Pittsfleld Shaker village. 
Eeferences 


were also found concerning the so- 
called Pontoosuc turnpike, but its en- 
tire course could not be found. 


There are 1800 miles of highway at 


the present time in Berkshire, of which 
about 620.miles are county roads. With 
the exception of some sixteen miles 
built under the direction of the state 
highway commission, all the rest are 
town roads. The map will be suspend- 
ed in the county commissioners' room 
at the court house. 


Trouble Over Raymond Estate. 


A Hinsdale matter- that has been ex- 


citing the people of that town for the 
past month will be heard in the pro- 
bate court today before Judge Slocum. 
When the late Samuel Raymond of 
Hinsdale died his brother James Ray- 
mond of' Boston was appointed ad- 
ministrator of the property of the de- 
ceased. 
Mr. Raymond's mother has 


since claimed that'she was induced by ' 
false representations to sign the papers 
appointing the said James Raymond. 
. It is also alleged that Raymond has 
been unlawfully disposing of the prop- 
erty of the late Samuel Raymond for 
his own advantage and injunctions 
have been made out by ihe courts re- 
straining him from further sales of the 
goods of his deceased brother. In the 
probate court the mother of Mr. Ray- 
mond will ask for the appointment of 
another administrator. The matter is 
one involving the handling of consider- 
able property in Hinsdale.
